As I see it, the water Itself 
—unless from some deep and 
wel}-protected source-—would 
be equally contaminated, 


Danger period 

The S & T Agency hos spent 
seven years compiling dota on 
atomle fallout and by’ now Is 
able {o speak with some 
authority on the subject. It 
claims that nuclear explosions 
in the troposphere = (under 
40,000-feet) cause radioactive 
fallout on earth within two 
months, In the stratosphere, 
the time runs from two to five 
years, Some 95 percent of 
harmful. elements reach ihe 
eurth through rain ond the 
other 6 percent comes in dust 
form, 

The point to be noted is the 
duration of the danger and the 
cumulative — effect of — such 
poisonous elements as Stron- 
tum 90 and Cuesium 137, Both 
accumulate—mostly in the bone

Three years later, on December 
15, 1938, Boon was to become 
the — youngest-ever — British 
Ughtwelght champlon when 
he knocked out Dave Crawley 
In the 138th = round—just a 
fortnight before his 
birthday, |

Boon deelded to open up his field 


for making moncy. In 1899 he 
started a tour of the music 
halls as an eeecrdion and 
trumpet = playing ¢cxhibition 
boxer, The war curtailed bolh 
Wes boxing and entertalning 
netivitivs. Ho Joined the RAP, 
but wes not allowud to cross 
fhe Atlantic for 9 tht at 
tha world title (hen hetd by 
Ucury Armstrong, 

As war clouds rolled away the 
now titlo-lens Boon fought to 
Het back “into the bly tine. 
He bad heaten Arthur 
Dandhor Jn 1930, ‘but In 1046 
in a welterweigit ojiminatar, 
Danattar turnod the tabler,

Holland staunchly 
proclaims that she will not 
leave gold, but she has been 
compelled to prohibit the 
export of gold. 


These developments mark 
the climax of another of the 
frequent exchange crisis 
which have threatened the 
French franc. France’s 
decision to revalue came 
after she had consulted 
Britain and America ‘and 
had arrived with them at 
an accord wherein all 
undertake not to enter into 
competitive inflation, 


The franc, sterling parity 
of which has been sbout 
124, has latterly been at 76, 
but is being ‘stabilised at 
about 100 by reduction of 
its gold content. It is re- 
vealed that the ‘agreement 
has been discussed since 
June. , 


The agreement and 
French decision are wel- 
comed as. ending = an 
anomalous situation, mak- 
ing a world currency agree- 
ment possible and hastening 
the world’s economic re- 
covery.
